Naturally . it suffers wear and tear, 
and unless we can overhaul it, replacing parts 
and making adjustments, etc., its performance 
must be unsatisfactory. We have six months 
frem Octoter to March to do this vital work 
and much can be accomplished. 


_ The problems of clubs, schoolboys, grounds, 
propaganda, coaching, finance, etc., are all 
matters needing much thought and time. 


Imagine what a live social committee could 


. do on the V.S.F.A. A monster. soccer picnic 


one Sunday during the summer would be 
welcomed~by: the clubs and a big advertise-_ 
ment for the code. 


Too little time is given to the administrative 
side when thé*Council only meets once a 
month as at present. Meeting after meeting 
during the closed season will help in’ oiling 
Small sub-committees of 
soccer minded. men meeting in the friendly 
_atmosphere of each other’s homes could ac- 
complish remarkable progress. Definite plan- 
ning must take. placé and new men with fresh 
ideas brought in. This must take place from 
now on, and it is up to those responsible to 
see that the close¢ season is our busiest. The 
past has proved that waiting until a new sea- 
son is upon us gets-us nowhere.
